Nature Copied With Remarkable Suc­ 
cess by the Men Who Make Coun­ 
terfeit Precious Stones. 


Th* makers of Imitation precious

Zircons are composed of 
sirconia. 
Their luster is deceptive, a means hav­ 
ing been discovered of extracting the 
color, thus leaving them diamonds to 
all appearances, although their false­ 
ness promptly proclaims itself under 
test. 
Precious stones are frequently dyed 
with such thoroughness that, it is said, 
the stone may be broken without dis­ 
covery of the process—that Is, by the 
uninitiated. 
The village of Oberstein, 
in 
Ger­ 
many, devotes itself to the making of 
Imitation jewelry and the dyeing 
of 
chalcedony and other 
stones. 
The 
onyx, carnelian, bloodstone, and jugate 
may be enriched in color by immer­ 
sion in the dye-pot 
The stones are 
placed in vessels containing the color­ 
ing matter and are then subjected to 
great heat for periods varying from a 
few hours to a week or more. In the 
case of 
chalcedony, 
which 
shows 
bands of different degrees of intensity, 
certain of the bands take the color 
and others do not. 
The stone then re­ 
ceives a further stewing In pots con­ 
taining other dyes. 
Fluorspar Is capable of great •im ­ 
provement In tint when subjected to 
a heating process and 
crucldollte Is 
given a hue of blood-red by a similar 
method. 
The emerald and the cat’s-eye are of 
all stones the most easily Imitated. 
One family at Oberstein is said 
to 
possess the secret of converting cru­ 
cldollte into cat’s-eye. Cat’s-eye may 
also be made of aragonite, some of the 
hornblende- and even of fibrous gyp­ 
sum.—Harper’s Weekly.

LOST WITH ALL ON SOARD

Many Ocean Liners Have Disappeared^ 
Leaving No Survivor to Tell of 
the Disaster. 


A- writer In Chambers Journal 
ra- 
Baile the number of vessels which 
have from time to time disappeared 
mysteriously, leaving not a single sur­ 
vivor to tell the story. 
In the North Atlantic service alone, 
between 1841 and 1890, no fewer than 
24 big steamers were totally blotted 
out of human 
knowledge, 
together 
with their crews and passengers, num­ 
bering 1,451. 
The 
President, with 
136 souls on board, was the first of 
these to be lost forever In 1841. The 
City of Glasgow disappeared In 1854 
without leaving a trace, and she had 
480 souls on boad. 
In 1856 the Pa­ 
cific, with a living freight of 240, sail­ 
ed from Liverpool In June, and was 
never more heard of. 
The Tempest, 
with 150 souls, mysteriously disappear­ 
ed In 1859. The City of Boston, with 
170 persons, vanished In 1870. 
The 
Huronian, an Allan liner, disappeared 
In 1902; and the British gunboat, Con­ 
dor, was lost In the Pacific In 1801. In 
1893 a cattle steamer, the 
Naronlo 
with 77 aboard, was lost. 
As to the possible causes of 
the 
catastrophes, it is only possible to 
surmise. 
Capsizing, 
damage 
from 
within, such as explosion, breakdown 
of machinery, or fire; or damage from 
without, such as collision with an Ice- 
berk or with a derelict hulk, have all 
been suggested to explain the losses 
of vessels. The Captain capsized, and 
hundreds of lives were lost, and 
it 
is now generally assumed 
that 
the 
Warathah capsized by reason of top­ 
heaviness. 
As to the damage to ma­ 
chinery, there is the case of the City 
of Paris, which had a big smash in 
one of her engine rooms In 1890. She 
was near the Irish coast, but though 
both engine rooms were filled with wa­ 
ter in ten minutes, she was kept afloat 
owing to her watertight compartments 
for three days till help came to tow 
her Into Queenstown. 
In the case of 
a fire, everything, probably, would be 
consumed to the water’s edge, and lf 
this happened far 
from 
land, 
the 
chances of rescue would be remote. 
Heavy weather and tidal waves with 
the older vessels, a! any rate. were 
probably other reasons for shipwreck.

The conclusion of this scientist is

hound. There were two primitive races 
of dogs analogous to these which were 
first domesticated in 
central 
Asia, 
whence they passed to Europe, and 
there seems no reason to doubt that 
the bloodhound of today Is the direct

Th« makers of Imitation precious 


gems copy nature with 
remarkable 


success. 


Zircons are composed of slrconla. 


Their luster is deceptive, a means hav- 
ing been discovered of extracting the 
color, thus leaving them diamonds' to 
all appearances, although their false- 
ness promptly proclaims Itself under 
teat. 


Precious stones are frequently dyed 


with such thoroughness that, it is said, 
the stone may be broken without dis- 
covery of the process—that la, by the 
uninitiated. 


The village of Obersteln, in Ger- 


many, devotes itself to the making of 
imitation jewelry and the dyeing of 
chalcedony and other atones. 
The 


onyx, carnellan, bloodstone, and agate 
may be enriched in color by immer- 
sion in the dye-pot. The stones are 
placed in vessels containing the color- 
Ing matter and are then subjected to 
great heat for periods varying from a 
few hours to a week or more. In the 
case of chalcedony, which 
shows 


bands of different degrees of intensity, 
certain of the bands take the color 
and others do not. The stone then re- 
ceives a further stewing in pots con- 
taining other dyes. 


Fluorspar Is capable of great 'im- 


provement in tint when subjected to 
• beating process and crucldolite is 
given a hue of blood-red by a similar 
method. 


The emerald and the cat's-eye are of 


all stones the most easily imitated. 
One family at Obersteln Is said 
to 


possess the secret of converting cru- 
cldolite Into cat's-eye. Cat's-eye may 
also be made of aragonlte, seme of the 
hornblende- and even of flbroua gyp- 
sum.—Harper's Weekly.

For Invisible Writing- 
There are several ways in wbleb 


two persons can correspond with each 
other unknown to even the personi 
before whose eyes the very letter it 
held. For instance, new milk may be 
used as Ink. When dried this Is in 
visible, but if coal dust or soot be 
scattered upon the paper the writing 
becomes legible. Diluted sulphuric 
acid, lemon juice, solutions of nitrate 
and chloride of cobalt or of chloride 
of copper write colorless, but on being 
heated the characters written with 
the first two become black or brown 
and the latter green. And when the 
paper becomes cool the writing disap- 
pears, leaving the paper blank again. 
Two good invisible inks are made by 
saltpeter dissolved in water and equal 
parts of sulphate of copper and sal 
ammoniac dissolved In water.—An- 
swers.

Ocean Liners Have Disappeared* 


Leaving No Survivor to Tell of 


the Disaster. 


A writer in Chambers Journal re- 


the number of vessels which 


lhave from time to time disappeared 
mysteriously, leaving not a single sur- 
vivor to tell the story. 


In the North Atlantic service alone, 


Between 1841 and 1890, no fewer than 
>24 big steamers were totally blotted 
out of human knowledge, together 
with their crews and passengers, num- 
bering 1,451. 
The President, with 


186 souls on board, was the first of 
these to be lost forever in 1841. The 
iCity of Glasgow disappeared in 1864 
without leaving a trace, and she bad 
480 souls on boad. 
In 1866 the Pa- 


cific, with a living freight ot 240, sail. 
ed from Liverpool in June, and was 
never more heard of. The Tempest, 
with 150 fiouls, mysteriously disappear- 
ed in 1869. The City of Boston, with 
170 persons, vanished in 1870. 
The 


Huronian, an Allan liner, disappeared 
in 1902; and the British gunboat, eon- 
dor, was lost in the Pacific in 1901. In 
1893 a cattle steamer, the 
Naronio, : 


with 77 aboard, was lost. 
' 


As to the possible causes of the 


catastrophes, it is only possible to 
surmise. 
Capsizing, 
damage from 


within, such as explosion, breakdown 
of machinery, or flre; or damage from 
without, such as collision with an ice- 
berk or with a derelict hulk, have all 
been suggested to explain the losses 
of vessels. The Captain capsized, and 
hundreds of lives were lost, and It 
is now generally assumed that the 
Warathah capsized by reason of top- 
heaviness. 
As to the damage to ma- 


chinery, there is the case of the City 
of Paris, which had a big smash in 
one of her engine rooms In 1890. She 
was near the Irish coast, but though 
both engine rooms were filled with wa- 
ter In ten minutes, she was kept afloat 
owing to her watertight compartments 
for three days till help came to tow 
Tier into Queenstown. In the case of 
a flre, everything, probably, would be 
consumed to the water's edge, and 
If 


this happened far 
from 
land, 
the 


chances of rescue would be remote. 
Heavy weather and tidal waves with 
the older vessels, at any rate, were 
probably other leasons for shipwreck.

Tracing the Dog's Descent. 


It seems to be generally accepted by 


naturalists and the world at large that 
the domestic dog is in some sense a 
collateral descendant of the wolf or 
jackal, says a writer In Harper's 
Weekly. 


A professor at the Natural History 


Museum in Paris has communicated | 
results of his study of vaiioua canine 
Bkulls to the academy of sciences. He 
appears to have noticed certain per- 
culiarities oT growth which have hith- 
erto escaped zoologists He states that 
the skull of almost every species of 
wolf and jackal differs from the skull 
of the ehepherd dog to an extent th'at 
makes it impossible that this dog 
should Iwlong in the same classifica- 
tion. The skull of the Indian wolf, on 
the contrary, shows some points of 
resemblance This, indeed, Is the only 
savage canine the top of whose head 
projects Mice that of the dog 


There are, moreover, other charac- 


teristics which the Indian wolf has In 
common with the dog, and which the 
ordinary wolf do«>s not share with 
them, although his origin and that of 
the dog have long been supposed to 
be a common one. 


Th« conclusion of this scientist IB 
that the Indian wolf is the progenitor 
of the shepherd dog and the blood- 
hound. There were two primitive races 
of dogs analogous to these which were 
first domesticated In 
central Asia, 


whence they passed to Europe, and 
.there seems no reason to doubt that 
ithe bloodhound of today Is the direct 
descendant of the dog spoken of by 
'the ancients as "tfte dog of the age of 
bronze."

There has just been published Blu- 


cher's dispatch which gave Berlin the 
first news of the victory of Waterloo. 
It was addressed to the governor, 
and read: 


"I inform your excellency that to 


conjunction with the English army un- 
der Field Marshal the Duke of Welling- 
ton I yesterday gained the most com- 
plete victory over Napoleon Bona- 
parte that could possibly be won. 


"The battle was fought In the neigh- 


borhood of some Isolated buildings on 
the road from here to Brussels bear- 
Ing the name 'La Belle Alliance,' and 
a better name can hardly he given to 
this Important day. The French army 
is in complete dissolution and an ex- 
traordinary number of guns have been 
captured. 


"Time does not at this moment per- 


mit me to send further details to your 
excellency. I reserve them for a fu- 
ture oecasion and beg you duly to 
communicate this joyful news to the 
good Berliners. 
BLUCHER." 


The dispatch reached Berlin on

stories ot outrages on natives In the 
rubber disrlot, came out recently In 
the shape of a supplementary report 
to the foreign office, which shows that 
there has been practically a total fall 
ure on the part of the Peruvian gov 
•rnment to respond to the demand 4or 
a reform of the rubber atrocities in 
the Putumayo district, says a London 
cable. 


A mass of official correspondence, 


which also was filed, completes the 
story and indicates generally the cor 
dial co-operation ot the state depart- 
ment at Washington with the British 
foreign office to secure a remedy for 
the abuses. 


The second Casement report indi- 


cates that Peru not only did nothing, 
but seemed to have no intention of 
taking any action. All the measures 
taken by that government were dila- 
tory and feeble and wholly Ineffective. 


None of the reforms promised by 


Peru, according to Sir Roger's report, 
has been carried out. The civilized 
methods of the plantation have been 
abandoned and the old rubber col- 
lecting methods resumed. The 
re- 


turns show that the 12,000 tons of 
rubber collected In 12 years pro- 
duced from $5,000,000 to $7,600,000 
and entailed the death of 30,000 In- 
dians, whose .bones 
are 
scattered 


through the forest and have made cer- 
tain places resemble battlefields. 


The responsibility for this. accord- 


Ing to Sir Roger, is strictly British, 
as the whole output ot the region Is 
placed on the English market and con- 
veyed from Iquitos in British bottoms. 
Some employers are British subjects 
and the commercial future of the dis- 
trict Is dependent on British capital. 


In July Sir Edward Grey, after so- 


liciting the co-operation of the United 
States, pressed Peru harder not only 
to punish the criminals, but to enact 
legislation making slavery a criminal 
offense. 
The president ot Peru was 


reminded of bis treaty obligations to 
Great Britain and was also urged to 
establish a religious mission In the 
Putumayo district, with headquarters 
In Iquitos, with government backing 
and a substantial subsidy. 


Just about this time the United 


States stepped in and brought pres- 
sure to bear on Peru. On June 25, 
1911. Dr. Paredes, the 
head of 
the 


Peruvian 
investigation commission, 


confirmed all the atrocity stories. Two 
hundred and fifteen arrest warrants 
were issued, but there were only faur 
arrests. AH the others had naturally 
used the six months' delay to vanish. 


The "United States at this period 


was actively urging Peru to realize 
the reforms. 
Sti«ong representations 


made In February, 1912, met 
with 


general professions of good Intention 
by the president of Peru, but the gov 
ernment of that country sought new 
delay by appointing a new commla 
sion to reorganize the administration 
of the Putumrfyo district, with orders 
to report on June 28, 1912. The co« 
mission, however, was stillborn, th 
members refusing to serve. For this 
reason the patience of the American 
and British governments finally was 
exhausted and they decided to appea 
to the public sentiment of the worlc 
through the publication of Sir Roger 
Casement's reports.

Nowadays 
it is only in cases where there are 
no teeith at all in the jaws to furnish 
abutments for 'bridges that the old- 
fashioned plate work is employed by 
the up-lo-date practitioner. With this 
method, however, a man 
must use 


his mechanical ingenuity in solving 
entirely newi problems every time he 
is called upon to provide a mouth 
with crown and bridge work. 


The most recent achievement 
in 


modern dentistrj- is 
the use of the 


cast gold inlay, which was perfected 
by a Chicago dentist. By this meth- 
ol the patient is relieved of the long, 
nervous strain of sitting in a chnir 
with the rubber dam gagging her, 
while a filling is being' poimded into 
the cavities of her teeth, 
fn the use 


of the cast gold inlay, after the den- 
tist has prepared the cavity, he takes 
a piece of wax and crushes it into 
t,he tooth, molding if into Ihe exact 
shape he wishes his finished inlay to 
be. He removes .this wax lining and 
invests it in a material which wifl 
not shrink in intense heat 
Into this 


mold, \\ith compressed air, he forces 
his gold 
lie polishes Die inlay be- 


forr> putting it into flip loolh and in 


1 a few moments it is cemented into 


Ihp cavity.

should be used every day, as it dis- 
lodges and removes particles of food 
that cannot be i cached by the tooth 
brush 


People who have 
lle.shj 
cheeks 


should use tnotli brusliet with shorter 
bristles at the end than at the han- 
dle. 
These are fashioned in diieotly 


the opposite way from those thai aie 
most in use and and which are par- 
ticularly good for all mouths evcejut 
those for fleshy persons. 


The teeth should be brushed at tin- 


morning toilet, and always Just be- 
fore retiring, because at night the 
process of decay is more constant 
than at any other lime on account of 
decomposing 
food 
which ' may be 


lodged in the Interstices. 'During the 
day the tongue coming against the 
teeth and 
the 
saliva 
washing the 


places between them, keep up a con- 
stant cleaning process. 


My dentist udvised a bottle of per 


oxide of hydrogen and a bottle of lis 
terine, and recommended the use of 
a teaspoonful of each in a glass of 
waiter to be used as a mouth wash 
each morning.

in the saliva, a .half-teaspoonful of 
bi-carbonaite of soda in a half glass 
ful of water makes) a good wash for 
the mouth ait night—or milk of mag- 
nesia may be used.

'People who have fleshy ccheeks 


which} will not scratch the enamel is 
necessary at least once a day, 
but 


one should be very careful in brush- 
ing the 'teeth. 
A constant brushing 


across the teeth will makej the gums 
recede. The teeth should be brushed 
'rom the gum 
itoward 
the 
cutting 


edge. 


To merely brush the 1eeth across 


vigorously is apt 
to produce disas- 


.rous results and 
force the 
gums 


awa~y from them. 


The brush should be made to ro- 


ate against the surfaces of the 'teeth, 
coming in contact with the gums and 
eeth of the upper jaw only 'on the 
down stroke, and vice versa 
There 


ihould, of course, 
bq some cro&s 


brushing, against certain surfacea in 
the mouth where the rotary motion 
cannot well J>e employed,, but every 
one should toe very careful not to In- 
jure the gums by too much cross 
brushing at the point where their 
free margin covers the teeth.
